But as loud a Cry as we lately had againſt Popery, 

no ſuch matter bas at all been enquir'd after, tho there has been much more rea- 

ſon for it ſince than there was then, if I be not much miſinform d. So that it 

ſeems the Pretence of the Growth of Popery is us d by ſome only as a Myſtery in * 
Politic i, to manage the People, as they think fit, for their own Deſigns. lt 

is an old Engliſ Proverb, That Honeſty is the beſt Policy, and I'm well 

ur d much more true than old, or believ'd by our new Polititians. But the 

Policies which have been us d on both fides, for and againſt Popery, have * 

been ſo wicked and ſcandalous, as hath been the greateſt Temptation of any, * 

2 man _ have been privy to the Secrets of them, to turn Atheiſts, or De- 

s and Apoſtates.

Very wicked and treacherous were the ſecret Politicks and Practices which 

were usd * the late King James, both to keep him from the Throne, 

and after he was ſettled in it, to caſt him out, but I hope there are 

few now living who were concern'd in < 7 to them. But the wiſe. 

Sovereign and ſupreme Governor of the Univerſe was pleas'd to ſuffer him to 

fall into the hands of wicked Men, ſuch as he frequently uſeth for the Inſtru- 

ments of his righteous Judgments, for moſt juſt and righteous Cauſes, no doub = 

tho we ſhort-lighted Mortals cannot comprehend all. But the Imprecations 

his Grandfather, and his own Endeavonrs for the Reſtitution of Popery in this 


Nation, 
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Nation, which Almighty Gcd had ſo admirably caſt out and kept ont, may 

reaſonably be believ'd tocome into the Account,and he who removeth Kings and 

ſetteth up Kings, will probably keep out All who continue in the ſame mind 

without endeavouring the Reſtitution of true Primitive Catholick Religion. 

Nor is it unreaſonable in him to permit a Religion maintain d by Perjury to 
be caſt cut by Treachery, as is that of our Miſſioners. 

In the Paper I laſt mention d I have nated the true Reaſon why all the Means 
hitherto us d have been no more effectual; becauſe they have been too violent and 
unnatural, and not ſo skilſully apply'd as they ought to have been. Violent 
Medicines; I confeſs, if duly corrected, are often moſt effectual. The Seve- 
rity of the Laws againſt Prieſts and Jeſuits, might be no more than reaſonable 
when they were inacted, and yet the ſtrict Execution of them now may be un- 
reaſonable ; which the Parliament, which made the laſt AR againſt them 
ſeems to have been ſenſible of; and yet I conceive it in her Majeſty's Power to

It was long before that an to write againſt ſome thi which I ob- 
ſerv'd amiſs 1 the Church of England, and — other Parties 2 it is more 
than four years ſince I had t Occaſion to complain of the unjuſtifiable Dealings 
of ſome of the Roman Catholick Miſſioners. But I was ſo favourable to them 
that what I then printed, The Letter to a Miſfoner, was never publilh'd, or 
put into any other Bookſellers hands, but of their own Communion. And 
when I had another Occaſion, by a foul treacherous Act of one of more than ox- 
dinary Reputation amongſt them, I did not ſo muchas print, till I found he 


had ſobewitched or enchanted one whom he had deceiv'd and ſeduc'd, as not 


to hear any Reaſon, and much leſs to return any Anſwer; tho afterwards, 
upon a ſpecial Occaſion, a Letter was written under his Inſpection, all diſinge- 
24014, but the two principal matters, one a moſt notable Equivocation, and the 
other as notorious a Falſhood, and yet all offer d to be ſworn in any Court in 


England; a remarkable inſtance of the Work they do, and how well they in- 


ſtruct their Proſelytes in the Roman Catholick Religion; and that it is not ſo 
much miſrepreſented as he hath endeavour'd to make People believe. Then I 
thought it time, when no Reaſon could be heard, to let the World ſee what 


: unreaſonable Creatures they are, and to pubiiſh my True Account of the Un- 


accountable Dealings of ſome Roman Catholick Miſſioners. I would not charge 


- them All in general, till I found none of them all would anſwer, and yet they 


went on in deceiving the People. And then I printed The Caſe of the Roman 
Cathalick Miſtoners, and ſent it to Biſhop Gifford, as I had done the other be- 


fope, but conceal'd his Name, till now that it hath pleas'd God tobring'him'tb a 


Publick Hearing, and thereby given a fair Occaſion to bring the Merits of the 
Cauſe:toa juſt and neceſſary Determination. I hop'd to have provok d a fo- 
reign Biſhop: to ſome Anſwer to ſome of theſe things, by what is intitul'd, The 


| Wonder of the Biſhop of Meaux conſider d; but he being fincedead, that is paſt 
hopes. But it hath pleas d God to give me another fair Occafonto lay the matter 
before ſome of the foreign Miniſters, the Honourable Envoys for the King of 


Portugal and for the Great Duke of Tuſcam, in my Vindication of Chriſtianity 


from the Scandals of Popery, and the Preface to them. The Spirit of a Roman Ca- 


rholick Miſtoner was even extorted from me, by one who would needs not only 


have my Anſwer to his Queſtions, but that what - paſt between us ſhonld be

communicated to the whole Family; fo confident was he of making us all his 
Proſelytes. And yet at laſt, when I went to ſend to him, as I did before, 1 
could not, nor have I heard from him ſince, tho I believe he has long before 
now receiv'd what is in print, and will confider better of it. This may be of 
uſe, to ſhew by what Inſtruments and Means the Work of the Papal Faction 
is promoted amongſt us. But nothing has yet been fo likely to bring the 
matter to ſome conſiderable Determination, as what it hath pleas'd God hath 
now at laſt — — by the late Apprehenſion of three Miſfoners, and Biſhop 
Gifford amon ereſt, a Perſon molt chargeable of himſelf, being Vicarius 
Apoftolicus, the Popes ſworn Servant, and moſt proper for me to charge with 
Treaſon, Hereſy and Schiſm, being oblig'd thereunto upon my Fidelity to God 
in the noble Service I am engag'd in, and now more particularly upon this Oc- 
calion; for otherwiſe, God knows, I have not the leaſt Ill:will againſt him, or 
Reſentment of any Injury, or Refuſal of Right to me by him; but realiy 
| — Kindneſs for him, and ſhall be ready to ſerve him to the beſt of my 

[ have always dealt ſincerely with them all, tho reſolv'd never to yield to 
any thing of Diſſervice to the Truth, the true Catholick Church, or to the 
Rights or Privileges of the particular Church of England; but bave acted 
for them, ſo far as they had Truth and Equity on their ſide, as far as any 
Man; and may very well ſay, they never had a more faithful Friend, nor 
ever was any more unworthily dealt with by ſome of them. But it is the Ser- 
vice of God, the Service of my Country, and of the whole true Holy Catho- 
lick Church, and their own too, as I hope they will in time underſtand, that I 
am engag d in and concern'd for. Nor did I thruſt my ſelf into the Service, 
but was fairly led into it, and from Step to Step only follow'd the Occaſions 
offer'd, or rather a ſecrłt Divine Conduct, which excited and engag'd me by 
ſuch Occaſions one after another, in the Proſecution of it. Ard therein I 
have proceeded accordingly, with ſuch deliberation and confideration, as not 
to expoſe any farther than themſelves made it neceſſary for me. And now un- 
der this Conduct is this matter of fo great publick concern fairly brought to a 
publick Determination, if both State, and Church too, be not wanting to them- 
ſelves, and' to their Duty to God, and to the People and Peace > this Na- 
tion. ä | | g 
But this is but part of that Divine Conduct, by which this Work hath been 
brought to this Maturity. I have reaſon to believe it is a Work of at leaſt 40 
years Preparation, as to my part in it, and of twelve years continual Motion 
and Progreſs to my knowledg, but all along promoted by ſeveral Steps unfore- 
ſeen to any Mortal, and yet brought at laſt to that Evidence and Demonſtrati- 
on of a Divine Atteſtation, as no Party in the Nation (to extend it no far- 
teer) can produce; eſpecially if it be conſider d intire and compleat ; and to 
the moſt Natural, Effectual and Neceſſary Cure, not only of Popery, but of all 
our Diviſions, if the Remedy be but duly apply'd, and not ungratefully neg- 
lected.

In order to the Application of the Remedy two things are to be conſider'd : 
1. I he different Interefts of the Laity, and of the Miſtioners, 2. The different

Diſpoſitions of the Miſſioners themſelves, The Miſſtoners here depend wholly 
upon the Laity for their Maintenance; but the Laity would have no depen- 
dance upon them, if they may be otherwiſe accommodated to their Satisfac- 
tion. So that if any Proviſion can be made, whereby they may have no need 
of the Miſſioners, that in time would produce a perfect Cure. But if firſt 
they can be convinc d, that the Roman Catholick Miſſioners are no true Catho- 
licks, but Schiſmaticks and Hereticks, and ſuch a Proviſion beſides be made 
for them that they can have no juſt Exception to, that will make a Compleat, 
Eaſy and Speedy Cure. And ſuch a compleat, eaſy and ſpeeay Cure, hath that 
ſecret Divine Conduct before-mention'd at laſt provided for us, now ready for 
Application, | 

The Conviction is already prepar'd, and needs nothing more but a Public 
'Solemn Manifeftation, And for that the ſame Providential Conduct hath given 
us as fair an Occaſion as need to be, by the unexpected Apprehenſion of Biſhop 
Gifford, The Writings of private Perſons, tho never ſo convincing, effect lit- 
tle, while they who moſt need, are reſtrain d from reading and conſidering 
them; and abus d beſides with a falſe Pretence, that they do not anſwer, be- 
cauſe they dare not; whereas it is in truth, becauſe they cannot. But if ſuch 
a man as Biſhop Gifford, not only have reaſonable Time, and what Afiftance 
he can in reaſon defire ; but moreover be permitted and requir d to return a plain 
Anſwer, the Truth will appear and be manifeſt to the World. And for this 
Service is the following Charge of Treaſon againft the Roman Catholic Miffioners 
prepar'd, with the like Charge of Hereſy and Schiſm. So that there is proper 
matter for the Cognizance both of the Civil Courts, and of the Convocation to 
judg and Cenſure, and make all as Publick as may be. 

And the other part alſo of this Cure is likewiſe provided already by the 
fame Divine Conduct; fo that there is nothing wanting, but what I may call 
Application by the State, viz. a little Specimen of what is fo truly Catholick 
by that Divine Conduct into all neceſſary Truth, in all matters, whether of 
Faith, or of Worſhip, Liturgy, Diſcipline or Practice, and true Catholick 
Communion, as none of the coutending Parties have been able to gainſay or 
reſiſt, but by ſuch indirect Means, as make the Truth the more Illuſtrious, 
and the Perverſeneſs of the Oppoſers the more Apparent ; and the Conviction 
in this Caſe, is by ſuch Judgment as the Church of England has appeal'd to 
and none pretending to be Catholick can for ſhame refuſe, and ſuch Catholick 
Means as have been generally __ in all Ages. Nor is more requiſite for 
Application by the State, than Liberty to uſe an unexceprionable Liturgy already 
compos d and in uſe in private, in any publick Church or 1 with Con- 
fent of the Biſhop and of the Incumbent or Curate. And for the Miffioners, 
what is hereafter mention'd in the Charge, concerning the Rights of all Na- 
tional Churches, will fafficiently diftinguih their Diſpeſitzons, whether Engliſh 
Real Catholicks, or Roman Factious Catholicks; and they mayjvery well and 
juſtly be treated according]y. ,

I. That they have aſſum d a Power to alter the very Foundation of Chriſt's 
Kingdom, . perverted the Golpel of , Chriſt, and 8 Avether Goſpel, 
y Audition of divers other Arricles to the Common riſtian Faith, and de- 
claring them neceſſary to Salvation, And this they have done, not only without 
any Authority. of Chriſt or his Apoſtles, but contrary to the Sacred Scrip- 
tures, the Judgment of the Antient Chriſtians be Decrees of General Coun- 
cils, the Antient Catholick Rule of Apoſtolick Tradition, pprov d by learned 
and Jpficious Perſons, of all Ages and Parties even to this Gay. And the Proof 
of "the matter of Fact is very eaſy, being very plain and full, and yet very 
ſhort, in the Profeſſion of Faith of Pius TV. commonly printed with the De- 
crees and Canons of the Council of Trent.
